The Crawford AuSable 
School Board has missed 
in their second chance to 
get a millage proposal 
passed for this school 
district. 

Schools will open as 
scheduled but may not 
remain open for lang if the 
next millage proposal is 
also defeated. 

The third election will 
be the critical one accord- 
ing to schoo! officials and 
a miss on that one will 
mean no operating money 
for the rest of the year. 

The millage was deteat- 
ed by a total of 233 votes 
with 2247 voters casting 
ballots in the election. In 
the final tabulation there 
were 1007 ‘yes’ votes and 

Voting by precincts in- 
dicated that the 9.65 mill- 
age proposal for five years 
was defeated In every area 
of the school district. In 
Frederic, of 301 voters, 
104 were for and 197 
against. In Lovells there 
were 51 for and 101 
against. And, in Grayling, 
there were 852 in favor of 
the proposal and 942 in 
opposition. 


in Grayling the die was cast 
and school officials adding up 
{he vote totals knew early in the 
evening that the proposal was 
shot down for a second time. 
Over 50 teachers, their spouses 
and other persons had gathered 
at the board office to add up the 
results as they came in on the 
phone. 

“Il knew that the millage 
would be defeated within 46 
minutes after the police closed 
and the Grayling total came in,” 
said Fraser Dean, school super- 
intendent. He also expressed 
his disappointment about the 
defeat. 

“The schools will be apening 
but | don't know where we wili 
he going from here. The board 
will be having a special meeting 
on September 6th at which time 
we hope there will be some 
officials here from Lansing to 
lay out wnat the alternatives are

for the system. | know the state 
is not going to let us close the 
schoois without another eiec- 
tion.” 

The hard decisions must be 
made by the board, he said, 
who have to decide what 
amount of miflage to go for and 
at the same time decide what 
sort of effect that will have un 
the quality of the education in 
the community, he said. 

Dean says there is presently 
enough money in the budget to 
theoretically operate the school 
for another six months if just 
expenses are met. “However, 
the crunch comes when you 
have to figure in tne cost of 
maintenance for the buildings 
during the winter and also 
meeting the cost of paying un- 
employment insurance for the 
teachers and other staff if the 
board is forced to lay them off.” 

“According to the Michigan 
Employment Securities Com- 
mission (MESC) we will have to 
have about $500,000 in the 
budget to meet our obligations. 
These are MESC figures that 
they supplied io us and not 
figures computed by this of- 


In order to keep that much 
money in the budget to meet 
these requirements, we will be 
forced to close the schools in 
early November if another mill- 
age proposal is not passed. 

Dean says the next possible 
date for an election will fall 
between the 17th of October 
and November 8th. “In the 
meantime we will just keep 
operating on the money we have 
left.” 

“All tenure teachers will be 
receiving lay-off notices and all 
prohationary teachers will also 
be notified,” said Dean, 

A strong campaign waged by 
the taxpayers association was 
instrumental in the defeat of the 
millage. A newspaper, radio, 
and CB campaign by the Con- 
cerned Citizens for Fair Taxa- 
tion urged voters to vote against 
the propasal as a demonstration 
to the State of the inequality of 
the present tax system. Educa- 
tors however. said on Monday 
night that they felt that Craw- 
ford County meant nothing to 
the state who would not assist 
Detroit after millages there were 
deteated, and numerous pro- 
grams were cut. “They have 
never even heard of Crawford 
County in Lansing,” said one 
teacher 

Kent Reynolds, principal of 
the high schoo! here shook his 
head in disgust and said, “There 
are going to be a lot of 
disappointed kids in this com- 
munity. We have just spent 
hours and hours in scheduling 
classes, and now we will nave 
to do the whole thing over. This 
will really hurt the poorer 
students as well as the kids at 
the higher academic ievels. 

“What this means in the long 
run is really dependent on what 
the board decides to do about 
ine issue. If there are reductions 
this will surety mean larger 
class sizes and this is what 
hurts the best and poor stu- 
dents. The poor students suffer 
necause in a class of 45 kids, a 
teacher simply cannot spend 
extra time in helning a poor 
student pull up their grades. 
The best students as well will 
not be able to get advanced 
classes to hold their interest 
and prepare them for college. It 
has taken years to get teachers 
to the point of putting in the 
extra time with both these types 
ot students. Now the com- 
munity if in effect saying to 
them that they could care less 
about their extra effort and it 
will take a lot to convince any 
teacher to put out the extra 
effort.” 

Reynolds also said, “The big 
decision is now in the hands of 
the board and they have an 
agonizing decision to make 
during the next few weeks.”

Nell Phillips moved to Hough- 
ton Lake from Birmingham 
where she was the director of 
the Beverly Hills Early School, 
nursery and kindergarten. She 
has worked with children for the 
past 10 years. 

Mrs. Phittips will start a 
volunteer parent aid program at 
the center. Her goal is to find 
experienced parents, and hame- 
makers who would be willing to 
work with families that need 
support, The program will be 
set up So one family is an aid to 
another family, to help families 
with problems overcome their 
problems through the sharing of 
exneriences, 

Another staff member, Beth 
Kuzimski, will serve as admini- 
strative assistant and secretary- 
receptionist at the Center.

Well last Thursday night my wife and | didn't go through a 
miracie but we did yei a vice fife to Gur faith, Wo planted a garden 
this spring, hopefully one that would provide us with some winter 
food as well as some fresh produce throughout the summer. 

So our good neighbor ploughed us a plot and we raked enough 
stones to start a Pet Rock 200. { considered putting up a sign ... Pet 
Rocks, Pick Your Own for Free. Huckleberry Finn would have 
charged a dollar apiece and cleaned up his garden and lined his 
pocket. | was too basntut. 

Anyway, we dragged off the rocks, planted a slew of tomatoes. 
peppers and other seeds and watched the temperatures climb as 
our pump ran dry. Pretty soon we were replanting after the frost hit 
ana kilied musi of vu pianis. Then, when that calamity passed we 
were hauling water from the river in barrels to keep up with the 
drought. 

Eventually the water system was working. Well-drillers have 
too many customers in the summer and not enough in the winter it 
seems. So the garden went along pretty well and we knew if we 
could get through the August frost we would probably get a good 
crop. Well we were nat planning on three frosts in August. ’ 

The last one came last Wednesday night and all that day it had 
been cold. Theweatherman assured us that the tows would be in 
the 40's. That is what he said the week before when the second 
frost killed a lot of our squash and cucumbers. So this time we 
went out and covered as much as we could and set the alarm for § 
am. 

At 5:30 that morning the thermometer registered 20°F and my 
wife and | were looking at a beautiful display of Northern Lights. 
We wondered what would survive from our frozen garden. There 
was thick frost on the car windshields and heavy frost on all the 
plants, while the coveys over the other plants were frozen as stiff as 
winter wash on an outside line. 

We were pretty depressed since we thought at least haif of it, if 
not more, was frozen so badly it would never be salvaged. So we

and prayed about it. We prayed mostly for the understanding of 
why it happened more than to save the garden. We got iots of good 
exercise and food already. Neither of us minded lasing the garden 
as fong as we could understand why. Leaving it at that we went to 
bed. 

Well, we woke up and went out and looked at it in the daylight 
and it did not look much better. Leaves were hanging limp, and we 
figured that this second frost would turn the whole thing black. 

That afternoon we could not believe it. You could tell the frost 
had been there, but not one plant was dead. Not one piant or fiower 
or anything.

You'd stand there looking at this 
place burning and then took the other 
firemen sitting there — it 

didn’t give you a very good feeling...” 
During the recent strike by Dayton, 
Ohio firemen, the work stoppage only 
iasted trom Monday through Wednes-

day, and even from a distance, it 
certainty didn't provide a very good 
feeling. 


The comment quoted above was from 
Mrs. Grace Grether, 67, a widow, who 
stood in the street and watched the 
four-unit apartment building she owned 
go up in flames. As long as human lite 
was not endangered, striking Dayton 
firemen refused to act; same reports 
indicated they cven harrassed firemen 
from neighboring governments who 
tried to help. 

But the strike worked. Firemen got 
what they wanted ... a shorter work 
week, a pay raise, another day off each 
year, and amnesty for strike activity. 

Meanwhile, in Detroit a few weeks 
later, registered nurses at a city-owned 
hospital developed a simultaneouus 
case of hospitai flu. They siayed off the 
job in unison, in an organized sick-out, 
until hospital officials agreed to inten- 
sify bargaining attemipts. 

“! think the point was made," said 
Mrs. Etta Bagley, the nurses’ union 
president. “We're serious about getting 
a meaningful contract and we do have a 
method now job walk-outs — if 
necessary.” 

Tne two inciaents — tne tiremen’s 
strike in Dayton and the nurses’ 
walk-out in Detroit -- illustrate the 
unfairness of the collective bargaining 
equation in the public employment 
realm. 

How can the city of Dayton hold out 
against striking firemen? It can’t. How 
can a public hospital hold out against 
absent nurses? It can't either. 

The equation is unfair. All the ad- 
vantages are on the side of the public 
employe union. Negotiating a contract 
on behalf of organized public employes 
has got to be one of the softest touches 
around. It’s like shooting fish in a 
barrel. a a 

In collective bargaining, the sides are 
supposed to be' relatively matched. The 
employes, if they choose, can join a 
union and hammer out pay and working 

conditions with their employer. The 
ultimate weapon in the hands of the

Walkout 


Public employe strikes 
don't hurt management, 
they hurt the public 


employes ... indeed, perhaps the only 
truly effective weapon ... is to withhold 
the employes services; thatis, to strike, 
or walk out. 

The employer, on the other hand, also 
has an effective weapon against the 
organized employe. If negotiations 
stalemate and the employe withholds 
his corvices, then the omployer can Slay 
closed until agreement is reached, (if he 
can survive economically) or he can 
exercise the ultimate option of going 
out of business. 

But in the public’ realm — such as 
with the Dayton firemen or the Detroit 
nurses — the employe still has the 
option of striking, but the management 
fas no coiesponding vpiiun. Gavern- 
ment cannot go out of business. 

In the extreme, all the public employe 
on strike must do is wait; at some point, 
government-management will capitu- 
late. It has no choice but eventually to 
give in to organized union activity. In 
Dayton, it took three days. In Detroit, it 
took a single shift of sick-out. 

The same is true of teacher strikes, or 
police walk-outs, or sanitation workers, 
orin any other public employment area. 
All the advantages are on the side of the 
striker. 

One thing to remember is when a 
tireman or a nurse or a teacher or 
policeman or other public employe goes 
on strike, the strike really is not against 
the city or the hospital or the schooi 
district. The strike really is against the 
public. It’s not the city manager who 
suffers in Dayton; it's Mrs. Grether, 
whose building burned down. it's not 
the school superintendent who is victi- 
mized in a teacher strike; it’s the 
student and the parent. It’s not the chief 
of police who is harmed by a police- 
man’s work stoppage: it's the victim of 
crime. 

About the only equalizer on the side 
of government-management-citizen is 
the social conscience of the striking 
worker ... and you'll have to pardon 
those who don't place too much 
confidence there once the situation gets 
to the walkout stage. 

In Dayton, for example, striking 
firemen did indeed check out fires to 
make sure no human life was endang- 
ered. But in cases like Mrs. Grether’s 
apartment building, once the safety of 
occupants was assured, the roving 
fireman's response was: “Let her burn.” 


INDEPENDENT 


Stop to think what the word “independent” means. tn insurance, it 
means an agent who works for the insured, and not for the insurance 
company. When you come right down to it, that one word can mean an 
awtul Jot.

Don’t Burn 
Those Wasps 


by Willard Bosserman 
County Ext. Dir. 

This seems t> be ‘he time of 
year that people are bothered by 
wasps. hornets. and yellow 
jackets. Perhaps its because 
they have been buitding their 
nests all summer and they are 
haginning to he noticeable 


some people are allergic to theig 
stings. The stings are uncom- 
fortable to everyone. therefore 
when people see their nests 
around the house they want to 
get tid of them. Don't burn 
them. You may burn more than 
you bargained for. Use insecti- 
sides. 

inere are several groups of 
wasps. commonly identified as 
hornets, yellow jackets. mud 
daubers. and polistes. Each of 
these groups can be identified 
by the nests they build. 

HORNETS 
- Hornets build grey paper-like 
nests. often larger than foot- 
balis. These may be located in 
trees or shrubbery or attached 
to buildings. 

Control: if a nest 1s located 
where it will be a nuisance, it 
may be controlled by spraying 
with one of the aerosol sprays 
specially designed for wasps 
and hornets. Spray the nest in 
the evening when the wasps are 
home and direct the spray 
particulary at the flight hole in 
the lower part of the nest 
Repeat the next evening if some 
survived. tt might be wise to 
wear a long sleeve shirt and 
tong pants 

YELLOW JACKETS 

Yellow jackets are smaller 
have rather detinite black and 
yellowish bands on the abdo- 
men. They build annual nests of 
paper which are much smaties 
than those made by hornets and 


are usually built in the ground 
Control: spray the vellow jack- 
ets nests above ground with the 


same matenals mentioned for 
hornets. If the nest is below 
qround, the aerosol may be 
directed down the hote in the 
evening. Cover the hole ta hold 
fumes and wasps 
ment 
POLISTES WASPS 

Polistes wasps build artey 
paper-like nests with exposed 
cells facing down. that look itke 
honeycomb. The nests are often 
tound under the eaves or other 
parts of houses. protected by 
overhang. or in attics. Control 
(1) knock down nests found 
under the eaves or elsewhere 
around the Rouse. !f done every 
year throughout the summer 
this will lower the local popu- 
lation. (2) The aeroso! spray 
may be used to knock down the 
wasps when found dancing up 
and down the wails af the house 
in the fall of the year 

If any numbers are found in 
the attic during the winter. the 
“Wasp. Hornet” aerosol spray 
may again be used
